was organized. Nearly all its stock- 
holders were consumers, but while the 
latter were benefited, it is said that it 
was at the expense ol tbe company. Tno 
old company bad to meet Ihe reduction 
in the price for light, and substituted 
the water gas for the coal gas system. 
It reduced the pries of gas from $4 to 
$2.50 and also made a con-petllive rate 
for electric light. .
